The Rev. Henry A. Depfer, the head 
of the Depfer Evangelistic Party, 
about to conduct a tabernacle cam- 
paign in Narberth, beginning Sunday 
evening, January 21, is a native o£ 
Pennsylvania. His parents were 
Henry and Elizabeth Depfer, who 
came to this country from Germany. 
It took them seventeen weeks to 
make the trip. They were adherents 
of the Lutheran faith, and the mother 
was sorely displeased to have her 
son sever himself from her church. 
Young Depfer was confirmed accord- 
ing to the custom of the Lutheran 
church. However, at the age of four- 
teen years he became converted and 
at once began to identify himself with 
evangelistic efforts as a singer and 
pianist. 

After leaving the public school he 
was prepared for his life work in the 
Moody, school at Mt. Hennon, Mass., 
and the Westminster College and The- 
ological Seminary located at West- 
minster, Md. After being ordained to 
the ministry he served in regular pas- 
torates for nine years. Then he en- 
tered the evangelistic field where he 
has labored for the past thirteen 
years. During this time he has had 
the delightful privilege of seeing thou- 
sands accept his Lord as their Lord 
and Saviour. 

In 1894 he was united in marriage 
to Miss Helen A. Roeder. Six chil- 
dren have made happy this union, four 
of whom are now living. 

During his evangelistic career Dr. 
Depfer has labored in several large 
cities in the East and Central West. 
Some of them are Poughkeepsie, 
Corning, Binghamton and Elmira, N. 
Y., Ocean Grove, Lakewood, Camden 
and Atlantic City, N. J., Baltimore, 
Md., Wilkes-Barre and Scranton, Pa., 
and Portsmouth and Columbus, Ohio. 

In most cases he has conducted 
series in churches, occasionally in a 
tent, hut now for more than two years 
he has been doing tabernacle work.

make our parkway all that it was 
designed to be, while the upper end 
shows rows of houses that are exactly 
alike. No one objects to a small 
house as long as it has individuality 
and is built in a manner that is a 
credit to the city. We have, however, 
in Narberth quite a number of houses 
in which it is not easy to be comfort- 
able in winter, and which are an em- 
barrassing reflection upon our good 
taste. 

It would seem, therefore, tnat a 
wide awake citizenship should taice 
immediate action to prevent the fur- 
ther erection of buildings that are not 
individual in desig,n and built in a 
manner that does not reflect on our 
pride in Narberth. All will agree that 
Narberth should have adequate build- 
ing supervision, so that no one may 
be allowed to create further eye-sores 
and cause our little city to become a 
reproach and a by-word among towns 
on the Main Line. It would seem that 
the matter is of sufficient importance 
to call a town meeting, if necessary. 
At any rate, such steps should be tak- 
en as may result in the creation of a 
building commission that has full 
power and the welfare of the city 
at hearty and which may he held a 
countable for the further disfiguratio: 
of our little city. 

In closing, I wish to congratulate 
you upon the success of your splendid 
effort in getting us an evening express 
to Narberth. Also suggest that now 
that the express is an accomplished 
fact, here is another subject worthy 
of your metal and best fighting quali- 
ties.
